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A Plan for Downtown 


The proposal for downtown redevelopment 
presented to the City Plan Commission by the 
architectural firm of Russell, Mullgardt, Schwarz, 
Van Hoefen is a valuable civic contribution, 


Whether one agrees with every detail of the 
plan or not, the hard work and constructive 
imagination that went into its formulation have 
added to the community’s store of ideas for its 
future. The Plan Commission, with a limited 
budget and a limited staff, has been given use- 
ful assistance by a voluntary contribution of pri- 
vate resources. The more of that kind of co-oper- 
ation St, Louis enjoys, the better. 


The plan centers around the old but still 
sound idea of a block-wide plaza extending from 
Third ‘street to Twelfth boulevard, displacing 
what is now Skid Row with a greensward de- 
signed to tie the Jefferson riverfront memorial 
to the civic center and Memorial-Aloe plaza west 
of Twelfth Boulevard. 

The idea is very attractive, and if one asks 
“Where's the money coming from?” the answer 
is that you have to know where you want to go 
before you buy your ticket. 


This plan would give St. Louis a destination 
for its downtown development plans. If adopted 
by the Plan Commission as part of the compre- 
hensive city plan, it would provide a guide for 
future development. And remember that if a 
six-block plaza is too expensive to be accom- 
plished at one stroke, there is no law against de- 
veloping it a block at a time as circumstances 
and finances permit, 


In any case the important thing is not only“ 


the plan but the function of planning. Everybody 
interested in the future of downtown St. Louis 
should be happy that planning is being done— 
that private as well as public energies are going 
into the caqnscious shaping of the city’s future.

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The Unfitness of Mr. Lee 


The Senate Commerce Committee appears to 
have been willing to accept Robert E. Lee very 
much at his own estimate. It voted overwhelm- 
ingly to recommend confirmation of his re- 
cess appointment to the Federal Communications 
Commission. 

Though Senator Pastore of Rhode Island re- 
frained from voting for him, Senator Monroney 
of Oklahoma was the only member who voted 
against him. The more credit to Senator Mon- 
roney for standing up to be counted in spite of 
having tg stand alone. 

Mr. Lee has had experience as an FBI agent, 
a staff member of a House committee, and a 
participant in the unsavory senatorial campaign 
of John Marshall Butler in Maryland.

Not only does Mr. Lee lack knowledge and 
experience to fit him for the post: his record 
displays no notable qualities of fairness and 
personal disinterest such as are essential to a 
quasi-judicial commission. This latter deficiency 
has already been displayed in the mere three 
months he has been sitting on the FCC. One 
of his first official acts was to vote to give a 
TV franchise in Corpus Christi, Tex., to his 
friend H. L, Hunt, an oilman. As shown by an 
account in Time magazine reprinted on this 
page recently, Mr. Hunt operates his radio-TV 
“Facts Forum,” professedly factual, to propa- 
gandize for his extreme-rightist political views. 
Mr. Lee once was employed as a paid moderator 
for “Facts Forum.” He told the Senate com- 
mittee that he regards “Facts Forum” as im- 
partial. 

Surely there are still other members of the 
Senate besides Mr. Monroney who are disturbed 
by the meagre professional qualifications and 
the questionable disinterest’ of Mr. Lee. When 
the committee’s recommendation for confirma- 
tion comes to the floor, we hope these members 
will make themselves heard, and that their in- 
fluence can be sufficiently felt to withhold con- 
firmation, 


1.4 Days vs. 15.1 

President Eisenhower's special message to 
Congress on public health adds to the pertinence 
of one entire chapter in Agnes E. Meyer's auto- 
biography, “Out of These Roots.” Mrs. Meyer, 
who is the wife of The Washington Post’s board 
chairman, has distinguished herself in her own 
right as a devoted friend of public education and 
an intelligent critic of public health problems. 

Under the heading, “Health for All Ameri- 
cans,” in her new book, this energetic citizen 
calls for a merging of public hospital facilities. 
She says that the country cannot, in the long 
run, support the Veterans’ Administration hos- 
pitals and, separately, hospitals being built with 
Hill-Burton Act funds. She even goes so far as 
to say that an integrate] national public pro- 
gram requires the clus of existing civilian 
hospitals, both public and jprivate. 

Mrs. Meyer, who readily says that this cannot 
be done “at one full swoop,” credits Harry S. 
Truman, as President, with establishing a valu- 
able precedent when he ordered that the Indian 
Service hospitals be opened to other citizens. 
One of the gains, as she sees it, would be a re- 
duction in the “wasteful staffing” of VA hospi- 
tals. “The tragic fact,” she ‘writes, “is that many 
VA doctors and nurses aré losing their profes- 
sional enthusiasm and efficiency in the VA hos- 
pitals because they have to spend their energies 
upon many patients who stay two or three times 
as long as they would in a community hospital.” 

Then Mrs. Meyer quotes the following figures 
from the Hoover Commission concerning time 
allowed for recovery from operations for com- 
mon ailments: -

It would seem clear from the differences in 
time allowed for recovery from each of these 
operations that the policy in VA hospitals is 
generous to the point of being excessive. Yet 
these hospitals take doctors from communities 
in need of them, indeed, from other hospitals. 

Health insurance and health re-insurance by 
the Government concern one very important as- 


‘ 
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pect of the public health problem. But sooner 
or later the country is going to find it necessary 
to come to grips with the hospital problem in 
its over-all aspects. Toward that day, Agnes 
Meyer provides some basic materials, It is not 
necessary to agree with her every suggestion to 
say that she is doing some stimulating thinking 
and writing on a subject of great importance. .. 
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Why the Mystery? 

One thing should now be clear ahout Attorney 
General Brownell’s security clearance program 
for Government employes, It does not give the 
public the information needed to form a judg- 
ment on the program. It does not, therefore, al- 
lay any public concern about loyalty in Govern- 
ment service. On the contrary, by arousing a 
curiosity which it fails to satisfy, Mr. Brownell’s 
system of bookkeeping only heightens the 
mystery. 

Mr, Brownell insists on lumping together res- 
ignations and dismissals for disloyalty, excessive 
drinking, excessive talking and other offenses, 
and calling them all “security risks.” Both he 
and: President Eisenhower have declined re 
peated requests for a breakdown. Mr. Brownell's 
latest ‘refusal was reported in the Post-Dispatch 
Friday in Edward F. Woods's account of the first 
press conference held by the Attorney General 
since October. | 

Does this official refusal to clarify the securi- 
ty statistics put an end to speculation about 
them? Far fram it. The speculation only grows 
more active, and conflicting reports begin to fly. 

Mr. Brownell and the President say that 2200 
Government employes have now been separated 
for “security reasons.” Representative Katherine 
St. George, New York Republican, estimates that 
not more than 10 per cent of these involve dis- 
loyalty charges. Attorney General Brownell, dis- 
cussing his own Department of Justice, says a 
majority of the separations there did not involve 
disloyalty, but that “at least one” former mem- 
ber of the Communist party has been discharged. 

Joseph and Stewart Alsop, in their column, 
relay a “reliable report” that 19 out of 20 “‘se- 
curity” separations in the State Department 
have not involved disloyalty charges; and they 
further report that the 306 “security” separa- 
tions there include numerous routine resigna- 
tions which were lumped as security cases to 
swell the total. 

Such shocking rumors and divergent accounts 
have their source in the mystery surrounding 
the security program. There is only one cure for 
them, and that is to dispel the mystery. Why 
not? Breakdowns could be given without giving 
names. Classified statistics would not harm the 
individuals concerned any more than unclassi- 
fied statistics. 

Mr, Brownell says it is up to the Civil Service 
Commission to provide such a breakdown, though 
he himself opposes it. Obviously, the decision is 
one for President Eisenhower. As we urged the 
President on Dec. 21 to make public the full in- 
formation, so we again urge him to do so now. 
To use a favorite phrase of Mr. Brownell’s, the 
people have a right to know. 
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Best Year in 117 

The 117-year-old Merchants’ Exchange of St. 
Louis has just come through the best year of its 
long life. More than 107,000,000 bushels of grain 
—in excess of $200,000,000 worth—changed hands 
in the historic Third street trading hall, and that 
is worth boasting about. 

What is more, it was the fourth time in the 
last five years that the Merchants’ Exchange 
has broken its own record for volume handled. 
And that is good news for all St. Louis. It dem- 
onstrates not only that the city has retained its 
traditional place as the terminal market for a 
vast agricultural area, but that it is growing 
with the countryside. 

What of the future? Bright is the word for it 
if the grain storage facilities either completed 
here last year or announced for early construc- 
tion are any indication. They come to the un- 


_precedented total of 10,000,000 bushels of new 


public grain storage capacity and represent a 40 
per cent increase in the St. Louis market's total 
capacity. 

That is quite a vote of confidence in the fu- 
ture of the St. Louis market by firms doing 
business on the exchange. And although this 
hardly comes under the heading of something 
new to traders, processors or growers or people 
like Ross A. Woolsey Jr., retiring president of 
the exchange, or R. Hal Dean, new president, 
we are happy to pass it on to the many who 
may not have heard. 
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Dance of the Re-Soled Shoes 


The experience of some Canadian Red Cross 
girls reinforces our faith, never too strong, in 
the wisdom of Tin Pan Alley. Some of these 
girls in Japan and Korea have been going to 
sO many dances they have to have their shoes 
resoled every two weeks, according to the execu- 
tive secretary of the Canadian Red Cross, Miss 
Margaret Wilson. 

That documents one of Tin Pan Alley’s pro- 
nouncements, all right. Not one of the newest 
ones, like “Oh, My Papa” or “Somebody Bad 
Stole de Wedding Bell,” but an old one, “Gonna 
dance right out of my shoes when they play 
those Jellyroll Blues," it says fn ‘““‘The Darktown 
Strutters’ Ball.” Never thought it was exactly 
possible. Know better now. 
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Counterpart Congressmen 

The House Administration Committee is going 
to investigate some of the congressional junkets 
abroad of last summer and fall. Chairman Karl 
M. Lecompte, Iowa Republican, reports that the 
junketeers spent nearly $300,000 in “counter- 
part funds” for their travel. 

Congressmen generally have learned a good 
deal from such trips and many have worked hard. 
A few, it may be, have also played hard, and 
some, unfortunately, have used junkets to try 
to initiate their personal foreign policies. Never- 
theless, junkets are permitted on the sound 
theory that travel is broadening. And Congress 
duly requires an accounting of funds appropri- 
ated for this purpose. 

That is not true, however, of the “counterpart” 
funds. This money is foreign currency put up by 
foreign governments to help match United States 
aid. The State Department has been giving for- 
eign funds to any Congressman able to show that 
his trip was authorized by some committee. The 
expenditures are not accounted for. 


Lack of accounting invites waste of public 
funds, and the counterpart funds are public 
funds even though in foreign currency. More- 
over, is this a proper use of counterpart funds? 
Would a foreign ally regard a touring Congress- 
man as a suitable counterpart for, say, an Amer- 
ican tank or machine tool? 


Congress ought to take full responsibility for 


its junketeers, appropriate the money for them 
and demand a full accounting. ’

Benson Confirms Some Fears

Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson's announcement of his plan for 
reorganizing the Department of Agri- 
culture actually was little more than 
confirmation of information that had 
already seeped out of the department. 

It confirmed the report that the seven 
regional offices of the Soil Conservation 
Service are to be abolished and that 
the Production and Marketing Admin- 
istration is to be broken up into three 
administrative groups. 

The action in regard to SCS seems to 
confirm, also, the expressed fears of 


* many friends of the soil conservation 


movement that the Administration is 
bent upon weaken- 
ing the SCS and 
eventually relegat- 
ing it to the back 
room of the Exten- 
sion Service — the 
educational wing of 
the Agriculture De- 
partment. 

These fears arose 
first of all when 
Secretary Benson 
appointed as his 
first assistant J, 
Earl Coke, Exten- 
sion Service direc- 
tor for California. 
They have been 
fanned by Mr. Coke’s frank statements 
—while administering the SCS and 
other agencies as well as the Extension 
Service—that he would like to see 
Extension become the chief coordinat- 
ing agency of the U.S.D.A. 


The SCS was the only agency in 
which wholesale elimination of offices 
and personnel has been effected under 
this plan, Secretary Benson has given 
no explanation of why this agency has 
been so singled out for punitive action. 


What is moré, the National Associa- 
tion of Soil Conservation Districts—the 
farmer organization which is directly 
concerned about the SCS—was not even 
consulted about this or any other SCS 
problems until 24 hours before the re- 
organization plan was announced, de- 
spite conscientious efforts on the part 
of the leaders of that organization to 
meet with the Secretary. 

The result of this affront and all that 
it implies can only be open conflict

between friends of the conservation 
movement and the Benson administra- 
tion from now on out. It will lead to 
greater suspicions between federal ag- 
ricultural agency workers in the field 
and will set back many years the co- 
operation between agencies which has 
been so badly needed. 


There is room to spare in the depart- 
ment for both a strong SCS and a 
strong Extension Service if they can be 
made to work together. There had been 
signs that this was coming to pass. 
Now the signs are fading fast, 


Another part of: the reorganization 
plan calls for wiping out the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics and placing its 
workers under two agencies—the Agri- 
cultural Research Service and the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Service. 


This is a strange move indeed. A 
chapter in the 1940 “Yearbook of Agri- 
culture” discussing the organization of 
the department was written by Milton 
Eisenhower, who at that time was Land 
Use Co-ordinator of the Agriculture De- 
partment, and Roy I. Kimmel, then 
chief program analyst of the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. Eisenhower is 
a brother of President Eisenhower. 


Under these signatures appeared a 
statement explaining how through the 
1938 reorganization of the department 
the economics bureau was strengthened 
and became the central clearing house 
“where ideas and plans could be re- 
ceived, sorted out, reconciled with each 
other, and finally put together to make 
a sensible and practical whole ., .” It 
referred to this concept as a “counsel 
of perfection” with the Bureau of Ag- 
ricultural Economics engaged in dis- 
covering how far it could live up to 
that counsel. 


Now the bureau's work will be thrown 
{nto confusion. Where before the work 
in research and marketing could be 
co-ordinated, it now will be duplicated, 
and the idea of making “a sensible afd 
practical whole’ of thinking appears to 
have been thrown out of the window. 


Taken as a whole, Mr. Benson’s re- 
organization doesn’t add stature to his 
administration nor does it inspire con- 
fidence in his ability to guide that de- 
partment to greater service for agricul- 
ture and the nation as a whole, 


Anybody Here Seen Kelly?

Recently, a local newssheet (whose 
enthusiasm for things Hibernian is usu- 
ally confined to the cartoons of one 
Dan’l Fitzpatrick) was moved to com- 
ment editorially on a book grimly en- 
titled “The Vanishing Irish.”

The police forces no longer look 
quite so much like detachments of the 
Irish Republican Army as they used to, 
And the steady breakdown of big-city 
political machines marks the decline of 
a grand old Irish pastime. First thing 
you know, they’ll stop making whiskey, 

The question remains: where did they 
go? A certain grid thriller, featuring 
such a South Bend stalwart as Passaig- 
lia, convinces us that, at all events, it

wasn’t to Notre Dame. The best answer 
seems to be that the rising economic 
status of the Irish-Americans—invali- 
dating the famous distinction between 
the “shanty” and “lace-curtain” va- 
rieties—has driven many of them into 
the comfortable obscurity of the sub- 
urbs, They are no longer as boisterous 
or as colorful as in the days of the great 
influx, but they are Irish still. 


Let the Post-Dispatch and its cor- 
respondents beware.

No race likes to be buried before 
its time, and there miay be a wallop yet 
in the century-old shillelagh.

Munthe and Gudrun Uexkull, is the 
Silver Anniversary Edition of “The 
Story of San Michele” (the 116th 
printing in this country) with a fine 
introduction by George N. Shuster. 

Twenty-five years after the first pub- 
lication of this remarkable book and five 
years after the death of its author, 
Gustaf Munthe (a cousin) and Gudrun 
Uexkull (a friend) have combined to 
give millions of admirers of Alex 
Munthe a kaleidoscopic view of this 
master of the art of healing. We find 
also a short introduction by Malcolm 
Munthe. “The only reason I have been 
asked to introduce this book,” he writes, 
“is that Axel Munthe was my father 
I hope this dis- 
closure will not be 
a disappointment to 
that wide circle of 
my father’s admir- 
ers who persisted 
in considering him 
a bachelor even 
when they had 
known him for 
years.” So we learn 
posthumously that 
the great story- 
teller had _ been 
married twice and 
had two sons. 


Axe! Munthe This mixture of 
worldwide fame and personal secretive- 
ness is quite characteristic of Munthe. 
He was an extremely complex individu- 
al in almost every respect. We find no 
unusual scientific achievement to his 
credit as a physician. Still, he was that 
rare (and almost extinct) kind of doctor 
who combines the magical power, the 
intuitive insight; and the solid knowl- 
edge of his craft, relieving the suffering 
of many thousands, kings and beggars 
alike. He was born in Sweden and he 
died at the age of 92 in the Royal Castle 
of Stockholm. But he studied in France, 
he became British by choice, he grew 
famous in Rome, and he lived his 
dreams in the paradise of Capri. | 

His villa, San Michele in Anacapri, 
is now a shrine not to be missed by any 
visitor to the island. Jt stands on one 
of the most beautiful sites in the world, 
very high, clinging to the volcanic rock, 
built on the foundations of a Roman 
villa, its pergola and arcades looking 
out over the magnificent Bay of Naples.

In “The Female” Paul Wellman 
goes to a new locale and period—the 
Byzantine Empire of the sixth century 
during the reign of Justin, who was 
so illiterate that he had to entrust the 
government to his nephew, Justinian I. 

In the underworld of Constantinople 
Mr. Wellman finds his “female” made 


‘ to order by history: Theodora, the ex- 


quisite, provocative schemer and courte- 
san, who was not content until she 
usurped the prerogative of the ruler, 
From the lowest sinkhole of degeneracy, 
Theodora, with wily courage and un- 
relenting ambition, did not stop until 
she had linked her life with Justinian. 
Mr. Wellman’s deftness as a story 
teller makes for absorbing narration of 
this spectacular, if not savory, bit 
from history. In adding so ample a 
dash of the risque~and sordid it is pos- 
sible that the author has relied too 
much on the spiteful account left by an 
early Byzantine historian, Procopius.

In his 1952 bid for a new trial, 
Heirens claimed his constitution- 
al rights were violated. He said 
he was held in police custody 
for 160 hours before any charge 
was filed against him. 


Heirens said he was forced to 
submit to police brutalities and 
a truth serum had been admin- 
istered to him against his will. 

However, Superior Judge 
Harold G. Ward held the charges 
of police brutality were not sup- 
ported by the evidence and that 
the truth serum administered 
before Heirens’s confession had 
nothing to do with his plea of 
guilfy entered two months later.

The Government’s problem is that theré seems 
to be no way to get rid of the butter without 
making somebody mad. 

It might be given away to the British, but for 
the lingering resentment they still hold against 
us for the dried eggs we forced them to accept 
after the last war. You -—) safely insult a 
stout ally twice in one generation.

IT MIGHT BE SOLD to the Soviet. Govern- 
ment, which is reported to be yearning for 
100,000 tons, if it would make for real friend- 
ship. But the statesmen here figure they have 
already learned that butter won’t melt in a 
Russian mouth. 

It can’t be given away to the poor because that 
would be galloping socialism. It can’t be given 
to the rich because that would be special privi- 
lege. It can’t be plowed under, because any 
plow would skid on all that butter. 

So Congress hems and haws, and the butter 
piles higher every night the cows come home 
from the meadow. 

x *« * 

WHAT CAN BE DONE with it? Here are a 
few adventurous possibilities: 

1. Load it on naval vessels and sail it around 
the world until it wears out. 

2. Washington has a memorial to everybody 
but the American farmer. Why not build a tre- 
mendous monument to him, carved from 131,000 
tons of butter? It might show a gigantic cow 
tenderly beng milked by a faithful son of the 
soil in patched yellow overalls. Surrounded by 
plastic, this butter memorial would endure for- 
ever, and provide the capital with a tourist at- 
traction rivaling the Washington Monument— 
and perhaps outweighing it, too. 

3. Offer it to the Soviet Government for 
nothing if each Russan peasant and bureaucrat 
got a free one-pound block of butter labeled 
“Gift of the U.S.A.” This would set more Rus- 
sians to pondering the virtues of free enterprise 
than 131,000 tons of paper propaganda. There 
is no better propaganda than the visible fruits 
of prosperity. 

4. Congress wants to get a raise in pay but 
is bashful about voting itself money. Country 
doctors often take their fees in farm products 
when farmers are short of dollars. Well, why 
not give congressmen a flat bonus in surplus 
butter instead of crass cash? 


“THAT IS A GENEROUS, heart-warming pro- 
posal,” said one legislator. “But if you divide 
131,000 tons equally among 531 Senators and 
Representatives, each would get 500,000 pounds 
of butter. What would I do with 500,000 pounds 
of butter?” 

Simple. Since politicians always butter up 
their constituents in an election year, they 
could wrap a couple of pounds of butter in their 
latest speech and mail a package to every voter 
in their district. 

That may be spreading on politics a bit thick, 
but I know that as a taxpayer myself I wouldn't 
resist this gesture. 

The main thing is something has to be done 
—and done soon. They are running out of 
storage space. Come summer if all that but- 
ter melts, Congress is going to have a real 
emergency—a new flood control problem.

Certainly, there was no evi- 
dence of timidity in this bid- 
ding, and if West had happened 
to get his fingers on a heart 
opening, North-South would 
have had cause to regret their 
bidding duel. West, however, 
had a far more attractive club 
lead, and that opening gave 
South all the chance he needed. 

Declarer, however, didn’t 
know good luck when it em- 
braced him. Winning with the 
club ace, he did a highly pre- 
mature job of setting up the 
diamond suit, cashing the top 
cards and leading a third 
round. When East produced the 
jack on the third round, South 
huddled over whether to ruff 
high or low, but he concluded 
that a high ruff would be too 
apt to establish two trump tricks 
for the enemy, so he ruffed with 
the eight. 

West now had full opportunity 
to offset his unlucky choice of 
opening leads, but he was too 
fond of his long trumps. Instead 
of over-ruffing the eight and 
shifting to hearts—the marked 
play—he discarded a club. 

This reprieve was all South 
needed—he did not make an- 
other mistake. He cashed the 
three top trumps and made West 
take his trump trick by leading 
another round, then could claim 
the balance. 

Of course, if South had played 
the hand correctly from the 
start, West would have had no 
chance to be a hero. South 
should have ruffed a club at the 
second trick, cashed the three 
top trumps and, the top dia- 
monds, and ruffed a diamond. 
If West over-ruffed, he would 
be through; if he didn’t, South 
should make him take his trump 
trick by leading another round 
of trumps.
